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DETAILED ACTION 

Status of the Claims 

This Office Action is in response to applicant's remarks filed on 12/6/2007. 
Claim(s) 1-18 are pending. Claim(s) 6-18 are withdrawn from further consideration 
pursuant to 37 CFR 1 .142(b) as being drawn to a nonelected invention, there being no 
allowable generic or linking claim. Applicant's election without traverse of the restriction 
requirement in the reply is acknowledged. The requirement is deemed proper and is 
therefore made FINAL. Claim(s) 1-5 are examined herein insofar as they read on the 
elected invention and species. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

The recitation, "analog" in these claims render claims indefinite. The recitation, 
"analog" is not clearly defined in the specification. Hence, one of ordinary skill in the art 
could not ascertain and interpret the metes and bounds of the patent protection desired 
as to an " analog" of compounds herein, since one of ordinary skill in the art would 
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clearly recognize that many various groups could possibly substituting these 
compounds. As a result, any significant structural variation to a compound would be 
reasonably expected to alter its properties, e.g., physical, chemical, physiological effects 
and functions. Thus, it is unclear as to what an "analog" of compounds herein would be 
encompassed thereby. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed 
publication in this or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

Claims 1 and 2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as being anticipated by 
Llach (Dialysis and Transplantation, October 2001) of record. 

Furthermore, no patentable weight is given for the "intended use" of the 
pharmaceutical composition containing "for shortening the hospital stay..." as recited in 
claims 1-5. A preamble is generally not accorded any patentable weight where it merely 
recites the purpose of a process or the intended use of a structure, and where the body 
of the claim does not depend on the preamble for completeness but, instead, the 
process steps or structural limitations are able to stand alone. See In re Hirao, 535 F.2d

67, 190 USPQ 15 (CCPA 1976) and Kropa v. Robie, 187 F.2d 150, 152, 88 USPQ 478, 
481 (CCPA 1951). 

Llach teaches formulation and administration of paricalcitrol as a vitamin D 
therapy for hemodialysis patients with secondary hyperparathyroidism (page 662, 
conclusions), meeting the limitations of claims 1 and 2. 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or 
in public use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for 
patent in the United States. 

Claims 1 and 3-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Tarantino et al. (Nephrology Dialysis Transplantation, June 2001) of record. 

Tarantino teaches oral and i.v. formulation and administration of calcitriol to 
uremic hemodialysed patients (full page), meeting the limitations of claims 1 and 3-5. 

Conclusion 

Claims 1-5 are not allowed.
